Philadelphia, Feb. 13—The storm has 


A 
howling storm is, pervailing today. 
Snow has been falling sintee 8 o'clock 
Saturday evening. The wind is of 40 
hour strength. The suburbs are drift- 
ed so that they are impassable to trol- 
leys or teams. Everything- is at a 
standstill at the Delaware breakwater. 
No vessels have departed for five days. 
All trains are late. Many schedules 
have been abandoned. 
Shipping is at 


a standstill, and the Delaware river 
ice is getting heavier. There are no 
prospects of arrivals or departures 
from Philadelphia during the week. A 
coal famine is imminent/in the ports 
dependent on Philadelphia for anthra- 
cite. Not a single barse or coal carry- 
Ing vessel has left since the middle of 
last week. None can get out while the 
river is filled with ice. 


New York, Feb. 13—A driving snow 


storm began Saturday rand continued 
today unabated. From the combined 
effects of two storms the city today on 
the side streets looks like a large vili 
lage, as far as snow drifts are con- 
cerned. Few people are out and it is 
a general holiday. At the front of St.

Northern Berkshire is now in the 


teeth of the second real blizzard of the 
season, and one tliat is in some re- 
spects peculiar. The fall of snow has 
been heavy, but the wind has not been 
so strong as to bring out the full effect 
of the storm on the lines of travel. 


The remarkable feature of it is the 


temperature. It is rarely except in a 
blizzard of the real western type to 
have heavy snow at such low temper- 
ature as now. The steadiness of tho 
thermometer is also noticeable. Since 
Saturday noon the official self-record- 
mgr thermometer at city hall has not 
varied more than two degrees, re- 
maining- almost constant at 3 degrees 
above aero. Saturday morning at S 
o'clock it stood at eight below. From 
that time till noon the temperature 
rose slowly till it reached 3 above, and 
since that time it has hardly moved. 


It has been much colder than this 


on the .street, however, and in exposed 
places the thermometer has gone con- I 
siderably below the zero mark.

It snOTved slightly much of the day j 


Sunday, but the real blizzard did not | 
begin till about 4 o'clock this morning. 
Then the snow began to come in ear- 
nest, and during the morning 
it 


turned to the fine penetrating variety 
that means misery for all who are 
away from shelter. 


The railways were not handicapped 


nearly so much as they were during 
the November blizzard, owing to the 
comparative absence of high winds. 


The street railway had its plow out 


from the beginning of the storm, and a 
big force of men at work all day. As a 
result it has been able to get all its 
cars through, although of course the 
schedule timetable has been dropped. 
The Adams and Beaver lines were run 
more regularly than the Wilaamstown 
line, where the greatest difficulty was 
met. The management deserves credit 
at the hands of the public, however, 
for the excellence of its storm service. 


This morning' all Fitchburg trains 


were late, from an hour or two going 
past, to several hours for western 
trains. The through trains from the 
west were the latest go'ng towards 
Boston. 
The 12.20 from Boston was 


about an hour and a half late, and the 
snow plow 
-went ahead of it

To Englishmen dueling is happily* 


tost art, bat three-quarters of a century 
ago dueling waa sufficiently in vogue to 
tduce an anonymous writer to publish 
i book "containing ranch useful infor- 
mation," ironically dedicated to Daniel 
O'Gonnell, Esq., M. P., and James Silk 
Buckingham, Esq., M. P., as "enter- 
taining the opinion first promulgated 
by tbe immortal Falataff of happy 
memory that discretion is the better 
part of valor." 


The author advises "all my country- 


men who go abroad to use the pistol in- 
stead of the sword when they have the 
choice of the weapon, as the balance of 
killed and wounded is now much in fa- 
vor of the French, who, upon the ter- 
mination of the late war, amused them- 
selves by occasionally spitting some half 
dozen of our traveling young fashion- 
ables before breakfast." He recom- 
mends "Purdey, in Oxford streeji, as 
the maker of the best dueling pistol 
locks," care in the selection'of a stock 
which fits the hand comfortably and to 
eschew "saw handles." Barrels should 
be ten inches long and half rifled, 
which, considering that throughout his 
volume be poses as a man of the strict- 
est honor, is puzzling, for he admits 
that a wholly rifled pistol is considered 
an unfair weapon, therefore one not ap- 
pearing to be rifled should be substi- 
tuted. 


On "the chances" he writes: "Many 


a poor, long armed, straggling fellow 
has received the coup di (sic) oceur (or 
fatal stroke) who might still have been 
in existence had he known how to pro- 
tect his person in the field," the neces- 
sary protection consisting in standing 
sideways and drawing in the stomach. 
"Should the party be hit"—presumably 
because he could not draw in his atom- 
ach—' 'he must not feel alarmed.'' This 
seems difficult, as a man with a bullet 
in his stomach can hardly be expected 
not to display some little natural anxie- 
ty, for, as is admitted later, "a shot in 
the digestive organs must be particu- 
larly annoying to abonvivant." To 
aldermen his advice is "the old method 
of fighting—the back to the adversary 
and discharging over -the shoulder." 
"The 
chances of a man's 'being killed 


are about 14 to 1, and of his being 
hit about & to 1." He arrives at 
this conclusion by dividing a man's 
body, when opposed to bis adversary, 
into nine parts. Therefore he says, "As 
in only three of .these a wound would 
prove mortal, the chances are 3 to 
1 against his being killed, and 5 to 
1 against his being hit—that is, how- 
ever," he hastens to add, "provided his 
antagonist has never read my work. If 
he has, the case may be different!" 


The combatant is told "not to allow 


tbe idea of becoming a target to make 
him uneasy, but to treat the matter1 
jocosely." He is to laugh away the 
evening over a bottle of port, and play 
a rubber of whist, but he must avoid 
drinking to excess, ot taking "any food 
that tends to create bile." because "bil- 
ious objects are not seen either distinct- 
ly or correctly." This wonld rather be 
a valid reason for getting aa bilious as 
possible. A man with an attack of 
jaundice should be invisible, and able 
to blaTO at his antagonist' in perfect 
safety. If he cannot sleep on retiring 
to rest, he is to read Byron's "Childe 
Harold." His servant is to call him at 5 
and give him a strong cup of coffee. 
Then he is to smoke a cigar, and "on 
his way to the scene of action" he is to 
take a brandy and soda, as a most 
"grateful stimulant and corrective." 


No wonder our^authbr recommends 


him at this point to draw in his stom- 
ach. 
"If he dies, be is to go off with as 


good grace as possible!" On the other 
.hand, if he hits his antagonist, he is to 
takeoff bis hat to Mm and express re- 
gret. 


A challenge is not to be in rhyme, 


such as "a certain poetical, brandy 
lov- 


ing major general of marines" wrote 
to a brother officer who ran off with his 
wife: 
Wounds on tbe flesh • jmrgeon's akUl nut? 
heal, 


But wounded honor'* only eared with steel. 


An Irishman is not to be chosen as 


second, for nina out of ten have such an 
innate' love of fighting they cannot 
bring an affair to an amicable adjust- 
ment, and the first duty of a second ia 
to prevent the affair coming to a seri- 
ous issue. Other .advice is for the sec- 
ond to take care his principal is not in- 
convenienced by tbe sun. and to get his 
antagonist with something dark behind 
him, when it will be much 'more easy 
to hit him. 


As may be inferred, the author holds 


by dueling, for "the man who falls 
in a duel and the individual who ia 
killed by the overturn of a stagecoach 
are both unfortunate victims to a prac- 
tice from which we derive great advan- 
tages. It would be absurd to prohibit 
•tage traveling because' occasionally a 
few lives are lost by an overturn, and 
unless men endeavored to destroy each 
other they might live to a patriarchal 
age and multiply so rapidly that the 
soil would soon be insufficient to 
sup- 


ply them with nourishment." with 
which reductioad absurdnm the vol- 
ume may well be put back on the shelf. 
—Navy and Army Illustrated.

Lieutenant Hobson tells in the Feb- 


ruary Century why it .was that the 
Spanish officers at Morro Castle believed 
th« collier Merriuiac to be an armored 
man-of-war: 


It was not long before the governor 


of the Morro came, malting me a most 
cordial visit. He waa followed by the 
colonel cowiuancling the artillery. This 
officer, after kind salutations, referred 
to the heavy fire we had withstood so 
long and to the gallantry of our fire in 
return. When I informed him that we 
had no guns on board, he was utterly 
incredulous and seemed 
to conclude 


that I was deceiving him, for be re- 
plied, "But I know you must have fired, 
for I was struck mj'self on the foot, 
though f waa standing away np above." 
I replied that it must have been a frag- 
ment resulting from their*own fire, at 
which the colonel became serious, as 
though a new and tin welcome thought 
waa passing' through his mind. 'He, too, 
bad taken us for a*i armored ve?sel forc- 
ing our way through, and what lie said 
about our fire puzzled rne. 


The next time Charette came in he 


told me that wounded men were boing 
operated on in the room just above the 
men's cell and that the blood was 
rnnning down the wall and bad run 
down the clews of his hammock, so that 
he had had to change its position. 
When I had a chance to speak to him 
and to the others afterward, they said 
that both a Spanish sergeant and a

The most important ques- 
tion was the generation of oxygen. It 
appears that he discovered a chemical 
substance which by contact with the 
atmosphere clears vitiated air of all 
impure gases produced by respiration 
and reftfrnishes automatically the req- 
uisite quantity 'of o,sygen. The author 
states that sis or eight pounds of this 
substance will enable a man to live for 
24 hours in a diving bell.—Special Ca- 
ble to New York Sun.

Springfield Republican took these two 
characters in its mouth at one time 
yesterday and a?ked if George Wash- 
ington had the moral justification for 
fighting the sovereign he was born 
under than Aguinaldo has for fighting 
an alien nation, whose claim to sov- 
ereignty over his country and people is 
less than six months old. The Re- 
publican clips a glowing phrenological 
description of Aguinaldo from a. char- 
acter sketch in the Review of Keviews, 
using words that set forth the clipping 
as a discription having the editorial 
endorsement of the magazine. 
The 


fact is the description was written by 
a friend of Aguinaldo and was pub- 
lished in the Review of Reviews as a 
newspaper would print any good story. 
Dr. Albert £haw, editor of the maga- 
zine, in "Re-constructing' the Philip- 
pipes," in the number that contains the 
character sketch, has this to say of 
"Aguinaloto and His Men": 


"Certain of our consuls in Chinese 


ports, and others, both American and 
English, probably made a. mistake of 
judgment in advising Admiral Dewey 
to take Aguinaldo back to the Philip- 
pines and in encouraging the insur- 
gents to build up an army and set up 
the j>retense of a civil government 
with Aguraalflo at its head. These in-

Nevertheless, we Americans must try 
to put ourselves in the places of the 
Philippine insurgents in order to un- 
derstand/ something of their point of 
view. Aguinaldo has bad a very re- 
markable career, as our character 
sketch of him, published ejsewhere and 
writtep by one who knows him peiv 
sofia(ly, will suffice to show. If we 
should withdraw, Aguinaldo would find 
it absolutely impossible to establish 
.and maintain an independent Philip- 
pine government. A great archipelago 
cannot be held together without ships. 
It' will be the American policy, as a 
master of course, to develop practical 
honae rule in the Philippines just as 
fast 'as it can be instituted; and it is 
to be hoped that the natives of ability 
like Ae-uinaldo may see the advantage 
of dointr what the leading Cubans are 
now doi»g— namely, giying their valtj- 
able services to the American military 
government in order the mpre quickly 
to render military rule unnecessary." 


In tne character sketch referred to 


tlrJ» information is imparted, going far 
to prove Dr. ShaWs opinion:

Manila, Feb. 12. 


Quiet along the entire line, nothing 


having happened up to this hour (4:60 
p. m.) to disturb the peace of the Sab- 
bath. In Manila the Inhabitants have 
generally recovered from the alarm oc- 
casioned by the fear of a native uprising 
and are resuming their ordinary busi- 
ness. The shipping interests are natural- 
ly suffering, since there have been no 
clearances for Philippine ports within 
a week; but, on the other hand, foreign 
shipping has increased, especVjly for 
'Hong Kong, "very steamer bound thither 
being crowded with timid refugees. 


Despite, however, this Sunday quie- 


tude man/ are asking whether the prob- 
lem is not still far from solut-lpn. A week 
ago those who took an optimistic view 
predicted that the. terrible lesson just ad- 
minlste ed to the rebels would settle the 
question of Filipino independence in 
short order. But this prediction has not 
been fulflllel. As a matter of fact the 
rebels are now scattered throughout the 
country, 
bushwhacking, 
except 
at 


Malabon, where they are gathered in 
force. Ever there their methods savor 
more of gm ilia than of civilized war- 
fare, every bush, clump and tree fur- 
nishing- a cover for their sharpshooters 


Unfortunately", for miles around, the 


land is studded with bamboo jungle: and 
open spaces are few and far betweer 
This affords the natives, who fight bet 
ter under cover, a distinct advantage. 
In many places the jungle, is so dense 
that the eye cannot penetrate ft. and 
only by the flashes of their rifles is the 
whereabouts of the enemy indicated. 


Under such conditions it is- remarkable 


that the American casualties should be 
so few; while the number of dead natives 
found in the brush after ev *y skirmish 
testifies to the precision of our fire. Last 
week there was not a single day without 
fighting, but the Americans steadily ad- 
vanced, carrying everything before them 
and generally increasing their semi- 
circle, until now it spread fan-shaped 
from four tp 10 miles around Manila, the 
waterworks being the most distant poin' 


It is now knowp that the Filipino los 


is fully 2500 <illed, with wounded vastly 
in excess of that number, and thousands 
are held prisoners. All this has been 
achieved at the 'coal; of 6? Americana 
killed and 257 wounded. There are tv -> 
Americans missing and unaccounted for. 


No fewer than 20 native valtages have 


surrendered or been captured. Several 
have been destroyed because their houses 
harbored men, frequently disguised 
female attire, who shot from window* 
and roof tops at the American troops. 
Many rifles and a ton of ammunition 
have been seized. As might be expect- 
ed, there hf • been' sonle looting in the 
outskirts, b 
it has not been general and 


has been in secret and in violation of or- 
ders. 


The only incident that has broken the 


quiet of the day followed the arrival '. 
the German flrst<-class cruiser Kaisei • 
Augusta. When she saluted Admir 1 
t>swey this afternoon a report spread 
rapidly that he American warships were 
bombarding Malabon. 


Today crowds have visited the scenes 


of last week's fighting. All the roads 
from the city were thronged with vehi- 
,cles. But beybnd burned villages and 
the new mounds in the fields there was 
little to be seen. A close inspection 
showed that most of the enemy's dead 
had remained at their posts to the last, 
as the bodies we,re usually surrounded 
by empty cartridges, while In the 
trenches, wherever th'ere were no dead. 
there was little ahd oflen~no ammunl- 
Itlon.

Washington, Feb. 13.—It took 65,000 


words to express the opinions of the war 
Investigation commissioners, whose re- 
port was transmitted to the president 
k)st week. The report was givtn to the 
press last night. 


The report in substance exonerates 


Secretary Alger on all the charges made 
against him in connection with the war. 
On the charges made by General Miles 
that "embalmed" beef was furnished the 
troops, the report says that the charges 
were not well lounded. 


Of General Eagan's department, the re- 


port speaks very kindly. 


The general tone of the report is one 


of general approval for the secretary and 
his bureau chiefs and of criticism for 
General Miles, whom it takes occasion to 
repiimand dtrectly, charging him with 
neglect of duty. 


The fault for practically all the trouble 


experienced in supplying the troops with 
(food, etc., and the failure of the medical 
department to take proper care of the 
army, is ascribed to the country being 
unprepared for war. 


The commission finds that Chicka- 


'mauga camp was overcrowded, that 
Camp Alger was improperly located and 
that the other camps, with the exception 
of Miami, were well selected. Miami, 
which the board says was selected by 
General Miles, is branded as an improper 
selection in every way. 


The report says in part: "Any charge 


of corruption or intimation of fraud or 
bribery in connection with the letting of 
any contract, even a hint of wrong- 
doing, has been carefully investigated. 


"It may be said now, at the beginning 


of this report, that thers has been T\L 
evidence before us that any one in or 
connected with the war department has 
dishonestly received a dollar." 


ln£he matter of regimental officers, the 


commission recommends for the future 
a strict examination into the qualifica- 
tions of all officers appointed to th<- 
army, regular or volunteer. The estab- 
lishment of schools of instruction for in- 
experienced officers taken from civilian 
life to meet the emergency created by 
the war, is highly recommended. 


"The routine work in the departments," 


says the commission, "in our opinion, is 
far beyond what Is necessary, and each 
year seems to increase it The methods 
employed make it almost impossible to 
transact business promptly. . . . Nt 
well-regulated concetn .or corporation 
could transact business satisfactorily 
under such regulations as govern the 
staff departments." 


Speaking of the lessons taught by ex- 


perience, the report says: "The present 
camps are roodeis, the hospitals udaptea 
to the comfort and care of the sick, the 
grounds clean and the sanitary condi- 
tions greatly improved. The troops arc 
now moved with promptness, withoui 
friction and with more rapidity than in 
the beginning of the war. 


"One of the lesson* taught by the war 


is that the country should hereafter be 
In ft better state of preparation for war 
Suggestions have been made that large 
supplies of all the material not liable tt. 
deterioration should be kept on hand to 
be continuously issued and renewed, so 
that in any emergency they might be 
available." 


Perhaps the most significant utterance 


In the whole document, so far as con- 
.cerns the discipline and efficiency of the 
army comes next: 


"For many years the divided authority 


and responsibility In the war depart- 
ment has produced friction, for which a 
remedy, if possible, should be applied." 
The commission then quotes Lieutenant 
General Schoneld, who recommended the 
revival of the rank of general-in-cbief 
which makes the commanding genera' 
practically the president's chief of staff 
This is the nearest the board comes to 
suggesting a remedy. 


"The records of the war department 


•how that the secretary of war extender 
to all chiefs of bureaus cordial and fu! 
support, and 
promptly responded t< 


every proper demand made upon him b? 
commanding officers. NO testimony ha; 
been presented showingjntentional neg- 
lect of duty nor any attempt to serv; 
personal interests. The charges made 
that the secretary of war was pecuni- 
arily Interested In contracts, purchases 
and other transactions of the war de- 
partment have been thoroughly exam- 
ined and found baselea*." 


Of the department, the commlssior 


fays: "The declaration of war threv 
upon the department an amount of labor 
and responsibility for which it wa? 
neither physically nor financially pre- 
pared. In spite of every effort there 
were occasions where troops suffered 
from poor tentage or from lack of tent- 
age and Vbsence of straw for bedding 
where clothing waa scarce and troop? 
suffered discomfort for lack of shoes 
shirts and other articles of apparel. 


"At Santiago the deficiency at the front 
Appears to have been caused rather from 
lack of transportation from the coaet 
than from the lack of clothing and tent- 
«*e, e. eupply of which was on the trans- 
•porta. 


"The condition of the railroad conges- 


tion during the early portion ef the time 
Tampa was occupied by troops seems 
unparalleled, showing an almost Inex 
cusable lack ef executive ability on the 
part of those charged with the loading 
unloading and handling of the trains. 


"Conr*«tien «lto occurred at Chlcka- 


mauga park." The congestion at Camp 
Wlkoff to accounted for by the commis- 
M«n as caused by the tide tracks belm 
In such condition UM* they oould aot be 
used. 


"Man/ of the transports were poorly 


equipped with sleeping accommodations 
the Units In many Instances were in- 
convenient and insufficient, and some of 
the vessels were badly ventilated an< 
fllfed with disagreeable odon.

quartermaster's department ought to 
hava- been able to more thoroughly 
•quip theee vessels, and rarely It should 
bavc been more certain of their carry- 
Ing capacity.

"Up to Dec. 21 examination of nu- 


merous officers and enlisted men had 
been made as to the quality and con- 
dition of the meat issued to the troops. 
The testimony, with some exceptions, 
showed that the refrigerated beef is- 
sued was pure, sound and wholesome. 


"On Dec. 21 last Major General Miles 


appeared, and for the first time in the 
history of this investigation the allega- 
tion was made that the refrigerated beef 
issued to the troops had been chemically 
treated, basing his charge on a com- 
munication from Dr. W. H. Daly. 


"Although Dr. Daly swears that he in- 


formed General Miles about Aug. 1,1898, 
that he suspected that the refrigerated 
beef was chemically treated, it does not 
appear that the general Informed you 
or the war department that an officer 
of his staff had made this discovery, 
nor does it appear that he at that 
time ordered any of the officers under 
his command to probe to the bottom an 
allegation which, if true, concerned the 
health of 275,000 soldiers of the United 
States. 


"It appears from the report of Dr. 


Daly, which he handed to General Miles 
nished to *he troops was 'apparently 
stated that the refrigerated beef fur- 
nished to the troops was 'appartntiy 
chemically treated.' 
It does not ap- 


pear that when this charge was made, 
Oct. 21, it having already been made to 
him In August, 1898, that General Miles 
communicateu to you or the secretary of 
war, or to the commissary general, the 
belief or suspicion entertained by him 
that refrigerated meat, dangerous to 
health, was issued every day to the 
troops, in failure to do which there was 
dereliction c duty." 


The report then tells of securing and 


having analyzed samples of meat, and 
finding no bo-ic or salicylic acid or other 
deleterious chemicals. 
In view of the 


facts above set forth, the commission is 
of the opinion that no refrigerated beef 
furnished by the contractors and issued 
to the troops during the war with Spain 
was subjected to of treated with any 
chemicals by the contractors or those in 
their employ. 


"There has been neither allegation nor 


proof before us that boric or salicylic 
acid or any other acid has been used in 
the canned meats furnished to the 
troops, but such meats have, neverthe- 
less, been greatly criticised, and they 
have, for that reason, been tested by us, 
and have been analyzed under our di- 
rection, and we have taken a great deal 
of testimony as to the mode of then 
preparation."

Filipinos Scarred Before 


Americans'Onslaught 


Old Glory Now Floats Over; 


the City of Caloocan. 


Battling Fire of Enemy failed to 


Dampen Our Men's Ardor, 


Otis Wilt Not Recognize Agu'naldo as the Head 


of "Philippine Republic." 


Manila, Fob. 11.—Caloocan is now in- 


cluded in the territory occupied by the 
United Spates troops. 


The victory of yesterday afternoon 


was fully as decisive as that of Sunday 
last. 
Once more the Tiiipino insur- 


gents ventured to give battle to the 
forces under General Otis, but they were 
scattered by the deadly Ameiiean fire 
like chaff before the wind. 


The fighting lasted three hours, and 


during a part of the time it was a hand- 
to-hand conflict, in .which the spears 
of the natives were opposed to the bay- 
onets of the American troops. 


The monitor Monadnock and the gun- 


boat ConcorJ began the attack upon the 
town at 2.CO o'clock, throwing a shower 
of shells, which did a great, deal of dam- 
age. Then the Sixth artillery and the 
Utah battery* opened* fira on the rebel 
entrenchments, and at 4" o ciock the en- 
tire brigade, under command of Briga- 
dier General Harrison G. Otis, m ith the 
exception of the Tenth Pennsylvania in- 
fantry, which was held in reserve, began 
to advance in the following order from 
left to right: The Twentieth Kansas in- 
fantry, First Montana infantry and the 
Third artillery, the Twentieth Kansas 
and First Montana being supported by 
the First Idaho infantry, and the Third 
artillery by the Fourth cavalry. The 
insurgents kept up a rattling hre upon 
our lines, but the Americans troops ad- 
vanced through the woods on the left 
and across an%, open field on the right 
without'stopping, firing only when they 
reached the enemy's entrenchments. 


In the meantime a company of the First 


Montana infantry, under command of 
Major Ball, who volunteered this ser- 
vice, executed a neat right flank move- 
ment, arriving at the enemy's left flank 
back into the town. Cheering like mad- 
men, 
the Americans rushed over the 


enemy's trenches, complete!} routing the 
rebels, who scattered like sheep and fled 
toward the north.' Ths residence of an 
Englishman named Higgins was the only 
house in the> town that had a« flagstaff. 
This was borrowed for the occasion and 
the Stars and Stripes were run up amid 
tremendous cheers. As the Twentieth 
Kansas and First Montana regiments 
entered the town f romlhe south they set 
on fire a number of huts, in which some 
natives had concealed themselves for the 
purpose of firing upon the rear of our 
troops. The natives fled in a hur -y. 


Mid dwelt upon the situation from the 
native viewpoint, but it had absolutely 
nothing to offer as a basis (or a settle* 
men'., it pressed General Otis for a 
declaration of some kind aa to what the 
natives must concede in order to secure 
peace, but his answer dashed all hopes 
of obtaining any terms that would prove 
beneficial to the enemy. "Tell Aguin- 
aldo," General Ot>jsaid, "thatil have no 
message for him," and this ended the in- 
terview. Those who know General Otis 
construe this as meaning that if Aguin- 
aldo wants to end the trouble for which 
he alone is responsible he will have to 
treat personally with General Otis and 
make complete submission. He will 
never be 'recognized as the head of the 
eo-called Philippine republic, and must 
submit simply as an armed-rebel. One 
of the members of the deputation was 
General Argut-lles, who was a member 
of the native commission which met con- 
jointly with an American commission 
last month to consider means of clearing 
the political atmosphere here, but whose 
efforts were without result.

Washington, Feb. 11.—General Otis 


| yesteiday gave notice to the war de- 


partment tha he had been obliged to 
buy a large number of horses to sup^'y 
the transportation needed, owing to the 
length of the American lines.

At a s'sna! from the to-^r of the Dela- 


lome church, the United States double- 
turreted monitor Monadnock opened fire 
from the bay, with the big grins of her 
forward turret, on the earthworks with 
great effect. Soon afterwards the Utah 
battery bombarded the place from the 
land side. The rebels reserved their fire 
until the bombardment ceased, when 
they fired volleys of musketry as the 
Montana regiment advanced on 'the 
jungla. 


The enemy's sharpshooters, in the 


jungle on the' right, fired asflong range 
on the. Pennsylvania regiment, but the 
rebels were soon silenced by shrapnel 
shells, and the Pennsylvanians remained 
in the trenches.

The 
rebels were mowed like grass, but the 
American loss was slight. 


Brigadier General H. G. Otis h'eld the

The regiments 
on the line and in support were the 
Twentieth Kansas, Colonel Funston, 11 
companies; First Montana, Colonel 
Kerster, nine companies; TMrd artil- 
lery, Major Kobbe, four batteries as in- 
fantry; and the Tenth Pennsylvania.

Molineaux Declares to District' Attorney That 


He Is Absolutely Innocent 


New York, Feb. 11.—Harry Cornish 


yesterday, testifying before the cor* 
oner's jury, paid that he suspected Ro- 
land B. Molineux of sending Him the 
poison which caused the death of Mrs. 
Ad^ms, and gave as his reason for 
thinking so the fact that Molineux was 
the only man with whom lie had ever 
had any serious trouble, and was what 
he termed half chemist, that is a per- 
son whose knowledge ot chemistry was 
not complete. 
This was suggested to 


him, 
he said, by John H. Yokum, a. 


chemist, who examined the glass from 
which Mrs. Adams drank before the 
police sot it, and who, noting the pres- 
ence of crystals in the bottom, said that 
a thorough chemist, would have pre- 
paid tho stuff so that no sediment 
would remain. 


ROLAND B. MOLINEUX. 


Cornish was again somewhat reticent 


and equivocal in his answers to ques- 
tions «jut to him by the assistant district 
attorney, and in one instance, at least, 
occasioned a-good deal of surprise. In 
an interview with a number of news- 
paper representatives previous to the 
commencement 
of the 
examination 


Cornish, when asked if he knew Mrs. 
Molineux and if she could have any con- 
nection with the case, said that he 
wished the assistant district attorney 
would ask him that question on the 
ttand. "A man is supposed to perjure j 
himself for a woman," said Cornish, "but 
I am here to tell the truth if they ask me 
such a question." 


This seemed a sigaificant statement, 


but when Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne put that very question, Cornish 
replied: "I never saw Mrs. JMolineux to j 
know her and never saw her when she 
was Blanche Chesebrough." 


"Didn't you?" asked Osborne, "say 


to two men this morning, when ask^d if 
you knew 
Mrs. Molineux, that you 


wished I would ask you that question, 
and although some men would perjure 
themselves, you would tell the truth?" 


Cornish denied this at first, but later 


he admitted that he might have said it, 
as he had said so many things, and that 
he was very much rattled at the time. 


Cornish gave way on the stand tem- 


porarily to Molineux, who took his place 
there after a%: angle between Assistant 
District Attorney Osborne and Barlow 
S. Weeks, Molineux's counsel. 
Mr. 


Weeks objected on the ground that 
Molir.eux had not been properlj- sub- 
poer-aed, acd during the course of the 
wrangle a second subpoena was pre- 
pared, which Molineux accepted, being 
appaientry a -very willing- witness. 


Mr. Osborne stated that it could go on 


the record that Molineux had appeared 
as a witr.ecs at hi& request, and then 
asked the witness abruptly if he wa^ m- 
uoctrt of the poisoning of Mrs. Adams. 


Mu.ineux replied: "I am absolutely 


innocent." 


Mciineux told Cfcf his connection with 


the Knickerbocker and New York Ath- 
letic clubs, and said that he had left the 
former club 
largely because of his 


quarrel with Cornish. He was as>ked if 
he had known Henry C. Barnet and re- 
plied that he was a warm personal friend 
of that man, a friendship that had lasted 
peveral years. He could suggest no mo- 
tive why any one should send poison to 
Esrnet, and declared that he had not 
krown that Barnet was sick until a few 
flays before Barnet's death, and this he 
leained, he explained, because he was to 
g^ive a dinner at which Barnet was to be 
present. A mutual friend told him of 
Barnet's illness. 


Molineux then described the rooms at 


the Knickerbocker Athletic club on the 
second floor occupied by himself, Barnet, 
Cornish and Adams, after which the 
yachting trip on A. J. Morgan's yacht 
Viator, which has recently been intro- , 
duced into the case, came up for con- 
sideration. Molireux said that he had 
been on several cruises on this yacht, 
but that- Barnet had never been with | 
him. 
He met MJss Chesebrough on one 


of these triiis, being introduced to her by 
her marriea sister.

Bat there is the strongest of all 
evidence that they have a tendency to 
perform these and other services to other 
animals, because tbe domesticated crea- 
tures voluntarily offer these services of 
benevolence to man. How can any one 
doubt that animals (in domestication) 
;ire -willing to feed each other, when 
tliore are cats all over England and 
Scotland which delight in bringing food 
as f. eseiits to their owners? We need 
not go back to the historic cat which 
caught a pigeon every day and brought 
it to its master when a prisoner in th» 
Tower.—Spectator.

annual show of the Westminster 


Kennel-club at Madison Square Garden, 
New Turk, stands in the same relation 
to otter dog shows that the national 
horse show annually held in the same 
building does to other horse shows. Ex- 
hibitors value a third prize at this ex- 
hibition more highly than a blue ribbon 
at any other held in this country. 


Wit' Westminster kennel club will 


hold its .twenty-third annual show on 
Feb. 21-24, and while it is customary to 
announce that, the coming exhibition 
will surpass all previous ones the pre- 
diction may'be made this year in all 
sincerity. Whereas last year there were 
S3* classes provided for, this year, there 
are 293. The increase is not only by the 
addition of new breeds, fo- in that re- 
spect there are not many changes, but 
also by providing extra classes for those 
from which past experience has shown 
that the-increase of entries is likely to 
come. 


Breeds are divided by the "American 


Kennel club code into puppies, novice, 
Hmit and open classes. The regula- 
tions are that puppies must be over 6 
*nd under 12 months old on Feb. 21. A 
novice'la one that has not won a prize 
in any but a puppy class at any show 
under American Kennel club rules. The 
limit class Is for dogs that have not 
woji four first prizes at recognised 
*hbws, "p'uppy and novice class not 
counting. The open elas,s is a free for 
all, every do§ of the breqci over 6 months 
old being eligible. In this class one can 
Judge the estimate In which an exhib- 
itor holds his animal. The dog may 
have won many prizes at "walk overs," 
or small Shows, where the competition 
was light. In this shor.-, however, he 
will meet dogs of the finest and if he is 
afraid of defeat may decline to enter 
him. 


There ig still another class for which 


the entiy is free. .Tfte winners' class is 
the crowning effort of the American 
Kennel club. At all shows offering 
cash prizeji fop at least three of the be- 
fore mentioned classes for any one 
b'reed, one of which must be a free for 
air class, the committee of the show is 
empowered"to "provide a winners' class, 
in which all the first prize winners shall 
compete, and no. class winner can be 
held back, but must accept entry and be 
ludged with the rest. In this class there 
•re no prizes, and it is record alone 
*-hat is won. A dog that is placed first 
in three winners' classes thereby be- 
comes entitled to an American Kennel 
elub championship medal and receives! 
tilt privilege of having; the prefix 
"champion" to his name. 


At the coming show there will also be 


team prises for four dogs of the same 
breed 'entered by one exhibitor, the 
prize being the total of the entry tern 
of the class. - 


Both the Westminster Kennel club 


and the American Kennel club nave 
bee^ mentioned in this article. It may 
be of interest to those not directly in- 
terested la such matters to understand 
the difference between them. The Amer- 
ican Kennel club is no association of 
kennel elubs in the United states, of 
which the Westminster club is but a 
iflember. The American Kennel club, 
whose headquarters are in New York 


city, makes all the rules and regula- 
tions which govern dog shows in this 
country and 'issues"licenses to clubs to 
hold such exhibitions. All secretaries 
of clubs holding shows iKUSt forward a 
list of all prize winners and pedigrees 
of the dogs shown at their exhibitions. 


The American Kennel cJub also keeps 


a record of the pedigree of all dogs 
shown in this country, and no dog can 
be shown without being registered 
and numbered by it and a certificate 
granted to the owner. The club tries 
those who infringe its rules before its 
board, at which the accused may testify 
in their own behalf. Nonmembers are 
tried sometimes, such, as •bree'ders who 
may have broken some regulation, and 
if guilty they are prohibited'from ex- 
hibiting at any of the recognized" clubs 
throughout the country. 
.} ' 


The fact that'the specialty clubs are 


yearly makingj their New York' show 
a rallying point) for their respective 
breeds gives an additional interest and 
value to the exhibition. The* English 
Bloodhound Club of" Ametica' Offers "five 
special prizes, open only' to members. 
The Fox Terrier'ejub places |n compe- 
tition its Grand_Challenge cup and will 
decide its thirteenth"" Grarid Produce 
stakes and its Stud Dog stakes and will 
distribute $35 in cash for American bred 
terriers. The Irish Terrier club has its 
two Grand Challenge cups,for flqgs and 
bitchee, the Home pred Puppy stakes' 
and six $5 cups. The American Pet Dog 
club -offers a number of medals and 
other trophies for various breeds of 
dogs, two of which are open only to 
members of the club. 


The American Spaniel club, which is 


the pioneer among specialty clubs on

.The foregoing are the leading clubs 


offering chajlenge. trophies, but there 
are also cups and prizes offered by the 
National Beagle club, St. Bernard, 
Great Dane, Dachshund, Greyhound, 
Pointer, Bull Terrier and other organ- 
izations. 


It may be surprising to the layman to 
read that something like $5,000,000 is 
invested in the breeding and improve- 
ment of thoroughbred dogs in the Unit- 
ed States. The total value of the 1,700 
dogs exhibited last-year at the Madison 
Square Garden show, is said, to have 
been over $500,000. Some" of the dogs 
were catalogued at $10,000, which is a 
prohibitive price, but the well known 
St. Bernard, Sir Bedivere, imported 
from England, cost-over $6,000, and Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan paid $5,000 for his 
champion collie Rufford Ormonde. 


Mr. Morgan's Cragston kennels at 


Highland Faljs, N. Y.7 are noted, by the 
way, from one find of the country to the 
other. The kennels are situated at the 
entrance to Mr, Morgan's 
beautiful 


country seat on the west shore of the 
Hudson river. He has a special fond- 
ness for collies and.owns something 
Ilka 60 canines of this breed, among 


them the famous prize winners Sefton 
Hero, Rufford Ormonde, Charlton Phyl- 
lis and Robin Gray, all of whom will be 
seen at the coming show. The favorite 
of them all In the great financier's af- 
fections, a collie named Bruce, was 
drowned about a year ago. 


Among the new breeds and classes to 


be exhibited in the Westminster club's 
show this year are Airedale terriers. 
Dalmatians, or coach dogs; Pomerani- 
ans, Schipperkes arid French bulldogs. 


"Among the noted dogs that will be 


exhibited this year Is Go Bang, who is 
as famous at English bench shows as 
Ormonde was among 
thoroughbred 


hoi'-es. He is a wire coated fox terrier, 
and no other dog in England r has ever 
come near to him as a prize winner, and 
he has won nearly as much fame as a 
sire of winners; He is nearly 5 years 
old, a cobby built type of fox terrier 
that breeders rave over. In the head 
Go Bang is heavily, or what the breed- 
ers term "gayly," marked, his foxlike, 
snappy muzzle being backed' by a tan 
face and blackish ears, the colpring 
characteristic of the Knavesmlre Jest 
stamp, who was the sire of Meersbrook 
Bristles, the father of Go Bang. He has 
won d^rer 850 "first prizes and money 
awards. His greatest honor has been to 
win twice the champion cup for the best 
fox terrier at the Crystal palace show 
and a similar trophy at nearly every 
show in England, at each of w-hich he 


but prior to that time, under the title of 
the Westminster Breeding association, 
Messrs. George de Forest Grant (who, 
by the way, is on the present show com- 
mittee, 1809). Dr. W. Seward Webb, 
William M. Tlleston and Edward H. 
Dlxon had been for some time engaged 
in the- breeding of pointers. The suc- 
cess of the Centennial show at Phila- 
delphia in 1876 and the interest awaken- 
ed thereby induced these gentlemen to 
try the experiment of giving a show in 
New York.

"Mr." Lincoln's experience in 33ngiand, 


where 'he had acted as secretary and 
manager.iof some of the leading, dog and 
horse shows, was of inestimable value. 
He died in 1884, haying in his lifetime 
done more tjia'n any one man or body of 
men to build up general Interest in dog 
Shows throughout this country. 


"On May 8, 3S77, the show opened with 


874 entries. It was originally intended 


mission to membership, and several 
were elected till the roll showed 25, 
which at that time was the limit of 
membership.

was placed above the smooths, always 
a rare occurrence in fox terrier classes. 
He has been purchased by G., M. Carno- 
chan, a member of the New York Stock 
Exchange, and the price paid was ?2,500, 
the largest sum, it is said, ever given 
for a fox terrier, wire or sinooth, in any 
country.

dogs is greatly on the increase in.i Amer- 
ica is shown from the fact that Whereas 
last ye'ar there were 20 shows held un- 
der the American Kennel club rules 
there are already 17 scheduled to: take 
place up to and including April, and 
during the year there will; probably ie 
held no less than 40 throughout the 
country. In 1877, moreover, th.e, nioney 
in the Westminster Kennel ciub'a prize 
list amounted to about $2,000. Thin yeas- 
it has increased to $8,000, "cacc'lusHx- of 
special prizes. 


The position of superintendent of the 
Westminster Kennel club has been held, 
ever since the death of Mr. Charles liin- 
coln in 1884, by Mr. James Mortimer; 
consequently he is well fitted to speak 
about the affairs of the club, in reply 
to a request for a short account of tho 
history and inception of th6 famous or- 
ganization he sent the following: 


"The Westminster Kennel club was 


formally incorporated in December, 1877, 


to close on the evening of the dOth, but 
the attendance was so unexpectedly 
large that it was thought best to accede 
to the request of many exhibitors and 
continue one day longer. The proceeds 
of the fourth day were handed to Mr. 
Henry Bergh,1 then president of the So- 
ciety For the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, to aid him in the establish- 
ment of a hospital for sick dogs, 


"The show became at once a fixture 


and;has been held annually since. 


"The success of the first show at- 


tracted the attention of dog lovers and 
encouraged the promoters to establish 
the elub on a firmer basis. Several gen- 
tlemen were admitted to -membership, 
aiicj on Dec. 9, 187", the association was 
incorporated. 
The roll of members, 


which had increased to 18, was as fol- 
lows:. Colonel Le Grand B. Cannon, 
General A. S. Webb, C. Du Bois Wag- 
staff, Dr. W. Seward Webb, H. Walter 
Webb, George de Forest Grant! William 
M. Tileston, William F. Morgan, Fred- 
erick Barnard, Edmund C. Stanton, Oli- 
ver Jsijlin, F. O. tie Luze, now treasurer; 
Lenox Belknap, Dr. William G. Rich- 
ards, J. Hopkins Smith, Robert C. Cor- 
nell, now city magistrate; L. B. Wright 
arid Huntington Dentpn: 


"The show of 1878 was a repetition of 


the success of the first year, and the 
prestige thereby acquired placed tho 
club in the front rank of kennel associa- 
tions'; As a result many applied for ad- 


tain rose on the second act. Sara went 
on with her role in apparent unconcern, 
and when the act was over she called 
to her maid and whispered some in- 
structions, whereupon the faithful^abi- 
gail inimijdiately 2eft the theater. In a 
few minutes she returned, and just be- 
fore the interview with Duval in the 
third act she passed something to her 
mistrpss as she stood for an instant in 
the wing benre walking on the stage. 
The play went on. Sara seemed very 
hoarse. She repeatedly coughed and 
cleared her throat, seeming in much 
distress. Suddenly she put her hand- 
kerchief up to her mouth, and at the 
same moment a crimson stream of blood 
burst from her lips as she fell headlong 
into the arms of the actor who was im- 
personating Duval. 


The curtain was rung down, and the 


terror stricken audience waited to hear 
of .the poor creature's death, when the 
manager stepped forward and declared 
that Sara would proceed after a' brief 
rest rather than they should be disap- 
pointed. 


Loud was the applause when she came 


on again, and the rest of the play was a 
veritable triumph! 


After.all, it was very simple. Sara 


had sent her maid for a small bladder 
of .red ink, which she had bitten into, 
and so produced the alarming effect 
which completely transformed her audi- 
ence.

After the columns of matter which 


have been recently printed concerning 
the affairs of Sir Henry Irving and Miss 
Ellen Terry, it is now announced iu 
what ie at least intended to be an au- 
thoritative manner that the great Eng- 
lish actor and his long time leading 
iady, Miss Ellen Terry, arc not to sepa- 
rate after all. Besides this. Sir Henry is 
not to be a wanderer on the face of the 
earth, permitted to play at his own Ly- 
ceum theater in London only by the 
grace of some sympathetic manager. 


Irving is to appear at his own house 


under his own management, supported 
by Miss Terry,' during- the .approaching 
spring in a new play, entitled "Robes- 
pierre." Sardou is the author, and as 
that consummate master of stage detail 
and theatric effect was under contract 
to supply the English actor with a ve- 
hicle exactly suited to his purposes 
there is little doubt that he has made a 
good fit and that Sir Henry's long 
streak of bad luck is shortly to be bro- 
ken. The projected American starring 
tour of Miss Terry has necessarily been 
abandoned. The relations of that lady 
with her principal, it may be stated, 
have all along been pleasant, except in 
regard to a few minor matters. There 
have never, however, been any serious 
disagreements, and even when there 
was talk of a professional separation 
the subject is said to have been dis- 
cussed by the two parties most Inter- 
ested in the most amicable manner im- 
aginable. There was never any recrim- 
ination, and the only phase discussed 
was the expediency of the proposed 
step. To the wellwishers of the pair 
the outcome has been most gratifying. 


Julia Arthur has made a. lot of money 


with Frances Hodgson Burnett's play, 
"A Lady of Quality," and she might 
have made much more had it not been 
for the ambition to shine in the mqre 
classical drama. The latter does not 
pay quite so well, however, as Miss Ar- 
thur was not long in ascertaining, but 
she hung on with a persistence worthy 
of the cause. That Is all very well in its 
way, especially if the bold person be an 
actress whose husband is so rich that 
he is obliged to pay storage on his 
money, but managers of theaters are 
inclined to take a cold blooded business 
view of the drama, and these very nec- 
essary gentlemen are apt to Insist .upon 
the production of those plays which 
draw most money into the box office. 
With "A Lady of Quality" Miss Arthur 
is one of the best paying stars Sa Amer- 
ica, but in the class.ic drama she,is not 
"one, two, three." Not" that she is in- 
capable of. playing it, for play it she 
can, but she is not transcendent in it. 
In th'e class of work called for by the 
Burnett play Miss Arthur is transcend- 
ent, just as she would doubtless be in 
certain tragic roles. Until some one 
comes along who is Julia Marlowe's su- 
perior in such roias as .TuHet nnd Par- 
thenia, they are not likely to prove 
profitable investments in a pecuniary 
way, 
no matter how satisfying they 


may be to the artistic sanse. 


Miss Arthur has at last concluded to 


divide territory with Eugenie Blair on 
"A Lady of Quality." The latteu will be 
seen in the south in the piece, while 
Miss Arthur will confine herself to the 
places already booke'd. ' Miss Blair is an 
actress of somewhat 
melodramatic 


methods and a woman'of rather mature 
charms, but she understands, by reason 
of her long experience, every trick of 
the stage, and there is little doubt that 
she will give a reasonably satisfactory 
performance of the title role of "A Lady 
of Quality," especially as she will be 
seen only by those yersons who have 
not seen Miss Arthur in the same char- 
acter. The reason for this fiivi'sion of- 
territory is said to be the fear that the 
piece will come to be regarded as a 
trifle old before Miss Arthur is able to 
get around to all the places which she 
intends to visit during this and next 
season. 
The most interesting phase of this 


deal is that it would seem to indicate 
the intention on .the part of Miss Ar- 
thur not to depend entirely upOP "A 
Lady^of Quality," despite the idea which 
had become general that her recent ex- 
perience at Wallack's theater in this 
city had had the effect of temporarily 
Stilling 'her ambition to demonstrate 
that it. is her work and not tho play 
which attracts the crowds. WhaU'vc-r 


may be said of the business judgment 
or lack of it which" has prompted the 
actress, it cannot bt denied that she is 
entitled to admiration for her pluck 
and stayirg qualities. 


It is well enough for the big i.-ian« 


agers to sneer at the little stock compa- 
ny exploiters and the traveling reperto- 
ry companies, but the fact remains that 
the latter never have a bad season in 
the places which are known as good 
show towns, while the former not in- 
frequently lose money in some of the 
same places; In Orange, near this city, 
theHegitimate attractions, charging top 
prices, are seldom accorded' large pat- 
ronage, while the repertory companies 
play to capacity at the two perform- 
ances daily. 


Orange is cited not because !t Is •• 


exception to the rule, but only because 
it is one of the highest grade suburban 
places in the country and a settlement 
in which the seductions of low price* 
ought to have as little potency as In any 
place in the country. But human na- 
ture is about the same everywhere, an«f 
people will often expend a few cents to 
visit an entertainment when they would 
remain away without a thought of hav- 
ing suffered any deprivation if the high 
prices of admission which are usually; 
changed had prevailed. 


There is a certain manager in a cer- 


tain large city who, while he was nomi- 
nally in the syndicate, had an idea that 
he was not getting fair play. He there- 
fore quit, and every one in the "know" 
predicted that his finish would sootf 
turn in the home stretch at .a furloua 
pace. This particular manager is a 
man of no great ability, and it appeared 
that his stubbornness, or firmness, or 
whatever you like, had led him into a, 
grave business error. His friends said 
that he was unfortunate, while his ene- 
mies, and he has lots of Them, declared 
with emphasis that he was simply an 
unmitigated fool. One day a seedy ac- 
tor suggested' that he put a stock com- 
pany into his house. The "lool" acted 
upon the suggestion, and he is now 
making more money jri one month than 
he made in two under the best period 
known before the theatrical syndicate 
was thought of. 
" 


In many other cities the local stock 


companies are doing 'well,- "and "-while 
there have been some failures it begins 
to look as though present conditions in 
the theatrical world had made the sya* 
tern a permanent thing.

"I don't believe the National associa- 


tion will back down in the stand it has 
taken against hopples, but if it does 
and hopples are not abolished I believe 
they will be the ruination of harness 
racing and of the breeding interest too. 
Hopples have cheapened the whole 
sport—horses, trainers and races In- 
cluded—more than most people realize, 
and if they are not barred they will go 
on cheapening it in the estimation of 
the public until you can't get a cor- 
poral's guard to gn to a trotting meet- 
ing. I have heard it said that If hop- 
ples are barred on the tracks of the N. 
T. A. and not on the tracks of the A. T. 
A. all the hoppled horses will go west 
and eastern tracks will close their en- 
tries. I say, let 'em go. 


"For every hoppled horse that goes 


west one without hopples will leave. th« 
west and come east, because nobody 
who has a natural trotter or pacer will 
start him against these machine modi 
race horses if he can help it." 


Foxhounds In England. 


There are 170 packs of foxhounds la 


England, 10 in Scotland and 23 in Ire. 
land.

The Blaekmoor Vale kennels contain 


the greatest number of hounds In any 
one pack, there being 180 hounds to be 
looked after and fed by the kennel 
huntsman of this pack. The Badmin- 
ton, once known as the Puke of Beau- 
fort's, numbers 80 couples, or 160 bounds, 
a large number surely, but still 20 below 
the top notch. 


The average number of hounds to a

Sunday was the anniversary of thr 


birth of Ab'-aham Lincoln and Union 
Defenders' day for the Sons of Vet- 
erans. 
In observance of thg day the 


Sons of Veterans and the Grand Arrrrj 
attended the Baptist church in the eve- 
ning to listen to a special sermon on 
Lincoln by the pastor. Rev. J. 
H 


Spencer. There were large delegations 
of each organization present, occupy- 
ing the front of the church. The pulpit 
was draped with a large American flag, 
and over the platform was hung a 
large medalic-n of Lincoln. 
s 
Mr. Spencer delivered a strong ad- 


dress in which he emphasized three of 
the great lessons from the life of Lin- 
coln, speaking of him as the self madp 
man, 
the emancipator, and 
prophet. 


The theme of the address was the 
recognition by Lincoln of the call of 
God, 
and he took for his text the pas- 


sage in Ezekiel which says: 


But thou, son of man, hear what 


I say unto thee; Be not thou re- 
bellious like that rebellious house; 
open thy mouth, and eat that I 
give thee. 


And when I looked, behold, an 


hand was sent unto me; and, lo, a 
roll of a book was therein. 


And he spread it before me; and 


it was written within and without: 
and there was written therein 
lamentations, and mourning, and 
woe. 


One of the compensations of the civil 


war, said Mr. Spencer, was the mani- 
festation of such a man to the nation: 
the ona bright star of the long black 
night. \Ve of tntlay are the poorer if 
the characr*r of a man like Lincoln 
does nut impress itself on us. 
The 


sn.'tent point? of his character, especi- 
ally as fitted, for an audience com- 
POSUQ of thjs body ot' young men, a 
part of the organized patriotism of the 
country, ate found in looking at him ir. 
three ways, as cue self made man, the 
emancipate!-, and the prophet. 


He was a noble type ol the self made" 


man of America. One brought up in 
the surroundings of a New England 
city cannot realize the full meaning of. 
the frontier cabin which typified his 
early training. 
But there was one 


thinfj 
in 
his character which g-iv<s 


promise of the future: the instinct h« 
had for making the most of himself 
and of his opportunities. We see him 
as he developed from the frontier lad 
to the lawyer, lawmaker and states- 
man, eager in every station to improve 
to 
the 
fullest every opportunity of 


each. 


Nowhere else than in America does 


the seL made man men n'so mach. Not 
every nan can be a Lincoln; such men 
are the men of a century. But every 
young man may have as his part the 
honesty and Industry which mean the 
accomplishment of all there is in him. 


We look at Lincoln here as the eman- 


cipator not merely because th_ em- 
ancipation was the crowning act of his 
life, but because in this view of him is 
revealed the prominent ruling: trait 
of his character, his tender, gentle, 
never-failing sympathy. As a young 
man he saw the picture of slavery, and 
the awful picture never left him. His 
broad, controlling sympathy, caught by 
that one incident of his life, bo-re him 
on and up. When the time came that 
the country realized the crisis uf the 
slavery issue, then was the time that 
a man was demanded of such sym- 
pathies that he could see both sides, 
and recognize that each had claims. 


And had Lincoln been spared-to the 


world there is no doubt that his wis- 
dom, 
born of this sympathy,, would 


have saved the /South from many of 
the wiongrf of the reconstruction. 


Such men of sympathy, able to see 


both sides of an issue, a countiy. and 
most of all a republic, needs. Such 
men it must have in order to insure the 
safety ot the nation. There is no place 
it; the nation's affairs for those who 
v,ill draw a division into classes that 
shall make them regard those who 
differ fiom them as enemies, and hurl 
the worj "traitor" at every difference 
oi opinion. How few there are who can

PASSENGERS SHAKEN UP. 


Frost Causes the Peculiar Fitchburg 


Accident'at Gardner Saturday. 


There were several local passengers 


on the Fitchburg train due here from 
Boston, at 12.20 Saturday, and which, 
as reported in this paper, met with an 
accident near Gardner, and they re- 
ceived a shaking up that will not soon 
be forgotten. The cause of the trouble 
was a defective rail, damaged by the 
frost, and all the cars were derailed. 
When the tossed-about 
,train had 


finally came to a standstill, it was 
found that the rear coach, which was 
i new one recentl# turned out of the 
Fitchburg shops, was far off the west- 
bound track to the right, and the cars 
-ihead of it were laid along in a crooked 
'•ow, 
one of them being keeled over to 


the 
left, completely blockading 
the 


ast-bound track. 
Fortunately none of the passengers 


.were hurt. 
They were given a most 


vigorous shaking up, and some of them 
danced about in a lively manner, and 
for a time soirie of them thought their 
fate had come. Splinters of torn ties 
ilew in every direction, mingling with 
pieces from wrecked car platforms, as 
the cars rocked like boats in angry 
tvaves. But when at last the train 
came to a standstill, the passengers 
found themselves unharmed. 


The engine was, of course, diconnect- 


ed from the cars, and there was no 
steam tdtawarm them. There was no 
alternative but to walk back in the 
biting cold and through the snow to 
Gardner. There were only two women 
passengers, and they walked with the 
others, even the one who fainted in the 
accident recovering so as to try the 
.npw-path. 


The western express, which was the 


first train to reach here from Boston 
after the accident, did not arrive till 
evening.

government. But he dar^d to sacrifice 
all for duty. 


It is an encouraging sign that so 


many young men are showing their 
independence of thought. 
They are 


daring to vote as they believe, instead 
of as they have been trained to do 
without believing or thinking. 
The 


safety of the country lies in the hands 
of those who, like Lincoln, have the 
sense of duty that causes them to form 
their own opinion, and then to stand 
for it, alone if need be. 


If America offers the greatest op- 


portunities to young men, she also 
makes the greatest demands and has 
the greatest need of fearless, indepen- 
dent, faith-founded citizenship.
